A B I L L 

FOR AN ACT TO AMEND SECTION 1766 OF THE CODE, IN REFERENCE TO EXAMIN­

ING TEACHERS OF SCHOOLS. 

SECTION 1. Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of Iowa, That section 1766, 

2 of the Code; is hereby amended to read as follows: 

3 "That the county superintendent shall, immediately on entering upon the duties of his 

4 office, appoint two persons, of recognized ability as teachers, who, with himself, shall consti-

5 tute a board of examiners, and on the last Saturdays in August and February said board 

6 shall meet all persons desirous of passing an examination, in a suitable room provided for 

7 that purpose by the board of supervisors, at the county seat, at which time they shall exam-

8 hie all such applicants for examination as to their competency and ability to teach orthogra-

9 phy, reading, writing, arithmetic, geography, English grammar, physiology, history of the 

10 United States, and civil government/' 

SEC. 2. Amend section 1767 of Code to read: 

2 " If the examination is satisfactory, and no less than two members of the board of exam-

3 iners are satisfied that the respective applicants possess a good moral character, and the essen-

4 tial qualifications for governing and instructing children and youth, they shall give them a 

5 certificate to that effect for a term not exceeding one year."
